Kleindienst off Watergate case 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Attorney General Richard G. 
Kleindienst said today he has disqualified himself from 
further 
investigating 
the 
Watergate 
case. 
His 
announcement 
followed 
a 
report 
that 
a 
former 
presidential aide has acknowledged helping plan the 
bugging with John N. Mitchell and White House counsel 
John W. Dean. 
Kleindienst said he made his decision Sunday, one day 
after Jeb Stuart Magruder, President Nixon’s deputy 
campaign manager last year, is reported to have told 
federal prosecutors of his role in the bugging affair and 


to have named Mitchell and Dean as co-planners. 
In another development, Sen. Lowell P. Weicker, R- 
Conn., a member of the special Senate committee 
investigating the Watergate episode, said a locked 
cabinet containing his records on the incident was found 
open this morning and that he assumed it had been 
broken into “unless these drawers sprang open by them­ 
selves.” The cabinet has a combination lock. 
Kleindienst, in a statement issued by the Justice 
Department, 
said 
he 
was 
advised 
Sunday 
“of 
information which relates to persons with whom I have 


had a close personal and professional relationship" and 
concluded “it would be entirely inappropriate for me to 
exercise control over the sensitive matters being 
developed by the Justice Department in connection with 
the Watergate investigation.” 
“Accordingly, 1 recused myself from participation in 
any phase of the investigation and 1 requested on that 
date that Assistant Attorney General Henry E. Peterson 
exercise my full responsibilities in this matter," 
Kleindienst 
said, 
adding 
that 
Peterson 
now 
“is 
responsible only to the President." 


The word recuse means to remove oneself because of 
personal interest. 
Kleindienst gave no clue to the identity of the 
individuals to whom he was referring. 
The Washington Post cited unnamed sources in the 
White House and the Committee for the Re-Election of 
the President for its report today on Magruder’s alleged 
statements linking Dean and Mitchell to the bugging 
conspiracy. 


Magruder was expected to testify later today before 
the federal grand jury that indicted the Watergate Seven.

Flood waters threaten 
Louisiana town 


MORGAN CITY, La. (UPI) - 
National Guard troops and local 
citizens are working 24 hours a day 
trying to build up levees on the 
Atchafalaya River before overflow 
water released from the Mississippi 
swells into the area Friday. 


Water rose dangerously close to 
the top of the levee Wednesday. 
Gov. Edwin Edwards called out 600 
National 
Guardsmen, 
declared 
parts of southern Louisiana in a 
state 
of 
emergency 
and 
told 
residents to be prepared to evacuate 
if necessary. 


The 
rising 
w ater 
in 
the 
Atchafalaya was caused by recent 
heavy rains, unusually high Gulf 
tides and the release of overflow 
water from the Mississippi River 
through 
the 
Morganza 
Spillway 
upstream. 
“While the situation is serious, 


there is no cause for panic or 
alarm,” Edwards said Tuesday. He 
said he declared the area in a state 
of 
emergency 
mainly 
to 
give 
military authorities more control in 
keeping 
sightseers 
and 
looters 
away. 
The biggest danger to Morgan City 
and smaller towns along the the 
Atchafalaya was the release of 
M ississippi 
River 
water 
at 
Morganza. 
The 
opening of the 
spillway there was necessitated 
because parts of the Mississippi 
River seawall broke under the 
pressure 
of 
rising 
water from 
upstream. 
The Army Corps of 
Engineers said the water would not 
reach Morgan City until Friday. 
So far, 1,400 persons have been 
evacuated 
,from 
their 
homes 
because of flooding in south and 
central Louisiana, mostly north of 
Morgan City.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Antiwar 
members of Congress, restless over 
continued U.S. military involvement 
in Southeast Asia, have initiated 
moves to stop it by both legislation 
and court action. 
Sens. Frank Church, D-Idaho, and 
Clifford P. Case, R-N.J., introduced 
a bill Wednesday that would prevent 
the administration from spending 
any funds to support U.S. military 
forces “in or over or from off the 
shores” of North or South Vietnam, 
Laos 
or 
Cambodia, 
unless 
authorized by Congress. 
And Rep. Jonathan B. Bingham, 
D-N.Y., introduced legislation to cut 
off funds for military operations in 
Cambodia, Laos and Vietnam. 
Bingham said the joint resolution 
he offered was needed to restore 
C o n g r e s s ’ 
c o n s t i t u t i o n a l 
p r e r o g a t i v e s 
and

Oil drilling plan brings 
compliments and questions

President Nixon’s proposal for 
leasing new offshore oil drilling 
areas beyond the Channel Islands 
and reintroducing a bill asking 
Congress to set up an oil-free 
sancturay covering 35 undeveloped 
federal leases brought comments 
Wednesday both laudatory of the 
plan and questioning feasibility of 
the ocean-drilling plan. 


GOO (Get Oil Out) president 
Frank Sarguit termed the sanctuary 
proposal 
“one of the strongest 
gestures that Santa Barbara has 
received in its fight to remove all oil 
activities from the channel.” 


But he said GOO’s “position is 
still 
unalterably 
opposed 
to 
production of oil in the channel and 
opposed 
to any deep-water oil 
tanker port at Port Hueneme.” 
Assistant County Counsel Marvin 
Levine, oil specialist in the county 
counsel’s office since the Union Oil 


blowout more than four years ago, 
pointed out that drilling beyond the 
Channel 
Islands 
“would 
mean 
platforms and rigs at least 30 miles 
from the mainland.” 
This would take any new oil 
activity out of the present channel 
shipping lanes, he showed, 
but 
proximity of new drilling to the 
islands might be harmful to them. 
County officials along with Santa 
Barbara Mayor Gerald Firestone 
said they needed “more specifics on 
the proposal for leasing beyond the 
islands” before 
commenting at 
length. 
“That’s pretty far out there to 
drill 
— 
beyond 
the 
islands” 
commented Firestone. “It could be 
at a risky depth. I’ll have to continue 
to say I’m still opposed to opening 
up new offshore areas in this region 
to oil drilling.” 
Both Firestone and Levine said 
they were interested to hear that the 
President was still seeking to set up 
an oil-free sanctuary to augment the 


Santa Barbara Sanctuary in state 
waters three miles seaward from 
the mainland. 
“On the plus side, this is a pretty 
good sign,” declared Levine, “that 
not all is lost in the Santa Barbara 
Channel. We’re glad with all the hue 
and cry 
of energy crisis, 
the 
President 
is still 
interested 
in 
protecting the channel. We were all 
afraid the administration would 
throw up its hands and say, The oil 
is there, we must get it out. ” 


County and city spokesmen said 
they felt the matter is now the 
responsibility of Congress, which 
has let other sanctuary bills die in 
recent years. 
If Congress fails to act on the new 
Administration sanctuary bill, the 
Interior 
Department 
might 
be 
expected to go ahead with plans to 
allow drilling in the undeveloped 
leases sought for a sanctuary, it was 
felt.

Nixon plan will allow cities

Congress a $2.3 billion a year 
program designed to let towns and 
cities meet their own community 
problems without “the excessive 
federal control that has been so 
frustrating to local governments.” 
The program, which the President 
called the “Better Communities 
Act” and wants to begin July 1,1974, 
was the first of four special revenue 
sharing proposals which Nixon plans 
to submit to Congress this year. It 


would scrap seven federal grant 
programs including urban renewal; 
Model 
Cities; 
neighborhood 
facilities; water and sewer grants; 
open 
s p a c e 
and 
h i s t o r i c 
preservation; rehabilitation loans 
and public facility loans. All these 
programs are administered by the 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD). 
Other HUD programs including 
housing and community planning 
would not be affected by the act.

Some sources felt that the President’s plan was strategic 
in that it would offer to take further oil drilling activity out 
of sight of Santa Barbarans to an ocean area where oil 
tankers could freely operate without criticism. 
Conservationists have sought to prevent tankers from 
making use of the channel on their coastal runs. 
Oil development beyond the islands, it was shown, would 
almost make it necessary for tanker operations, in line with 
a proposed tanker port at Port Hueneme. 
Mrs. George Sidenberg, former GOO president and a 
current member of the board, felt that in some ways the 
new Nixon energy message proposals on oil were “weird.” 
She said she saw nothing in them whereby newly 
authorized channel drilling operations would be suspended 
if the new plan became a reality. 
Nixon’s message also stated he was directing the Interior 
Department to widen its offshore drilling program, and 
make use of areas where water depth is several times that 
used for drilling in current channel operations. 
It was recalled, however, that Exxon (formerly Humble 
Oil) recently announced it was suspending for two years its 
leases in deep-water areas in the western channel because 
of problems. 


Union dispute continues 


COACHELLA, Calif. (UPI) — The dispute between Cesar 
Chavez’ United Farm Workers Union and the Teamsters 
Union, which both claim to represent the grape workers of 
the Coachella Valley, raged in the valley’s vineyards again 
Wednesday. 
Sheriff’s deputies, acting on court orders which the 
UFWU says it was never told of, moved in and arrested 74 
UFWU pickets outside vineyards owned by growers who 
have signed contracts with the Teamsters. 
“The people didn’t know what they were being arrested 
for,” said a spokesman for the UFWU. He said the union 
was never notified of the temporary restraining orders, 
which were secured by pro-Teamsters growers to restrict 
the picketing at their vineyards. 
Most of Wednesday’s arrests were made at the HM 
Tenneco farm nine miles southwest of here. All of the 
suspects, including two who were charged with throwing 
rocks at deputies, were released on their own recognizance 
pending court hearings April 27. 


The pickets were part of a strike called by the UFWU in 
response to last Sunday’s announcement that the Team­ 
sters 
reached 
labor agreements with 
15 growers, 
representing 85 per cent of the grape production in the 
valley.

Quinn emphasized, however, "this is only 
the report of one committee of five 
doctors, and I don’t know what the vote 
was.

The hospital administrator said the 
closures and cutbacks recommended by 
the committee in the report made public by 
medical society president Dr. John P. 
Blanchard would “leave us only with the

rehabilitation

and

terms 
of 
acute 
services.” 


He added he couldn’t see the hospital 
retaining certain other services if that 
happened. 


Asked what could happen to the hospital 
built in 1918 if these changes took place, 
Quinn said. 
"We re not anywhere near discussing 
that; it’s very complicated." 
Quinn said his office is also conducting a 
survey as to the hospital’s future. 
"We’ve also asked the Comprehensive 
Health Planning Committee for help, and 
the auditor’s office is looking into it," he 
added. 
The problem of empty hospital beds is 
primarily caused by the state Medi-Cal 
program. Patients under this program now 
have a choice of going to any private 
hospital, or the county hospital. 
"And they're not coming here,” Quinn 
showed. 
The County Medical Society board will 
receive the report May 1. It will also go 


before the Board of Supervisors prior to 
hearings on the 1973-74 county budget in 
June. 
"We’ve already submitted our proposed 
budget for the coming year,” said Quinn. 
He said it was “lower than last year," 
partly because of phaseout of the hospital’s 
laundry, operation now contracted for by a 
private laundry. 
“The county is trying to find the best 
service for its people at the least cost,” 
declared 
Quinn, 
in 
summarizing 
the 
changing county hospital picture. 
Quinn termed the recommendations a 
“spring board for further talks.” Dr. 
Blanchard emphasized “this is just a 
recommendation,” adding that any action 
would have to come from the Board of 
Supervisors.

Poor colleges 


The exposure of University President Charles J. 
Hitch’s contract raises some serious questions of public 
policy. What is necessary to recruit able men to 
adminster tax supported colleges? 
The Hitch contract calls for the furnishing of a 
baronial mansion complete with “servants” at a cost far 
in excess of his $53,500 salary. 
In justification of this concession it is pointed out that 
the university also furnishes its executive vice president 
and nine chancellors with homes, along with domestic 
help, rent and tax free. 
The total bill for this expansive largess of tax dollars 
to persons in education whose salaries exceed $40,000 a 
year cannot be calculated. What is known is that last 
year the university budgeted $276,000 for the operation of 
the homes. Half of this was for domestic help. This did 
not include all of such help since some services are 
hidden in charges for other school programs. It did not 
include taxes since none are paid. It did not include 
renUl value since no rent is paid. It did not include 
various 
schedules 
for 
improvements, 
additions, 
furniture replacement and insurance. 
What other homes for other persons are being 
similarly furnished by the University has not been fully 
disclosed. It was admitted that the Provosts, reportedly 
seven of them at the Santa Cruz campus, are given rent 
free homes. It was denied that certain department heads 
at San Dieeo were living in “University owned” homes. 
It is contended that the university must do this to 
recruit and retain “outstanding persons ”. 
Currently before the Legislature is the same kind of a 
pitch being made on benalf of the 19 state college 
presidents. The sum of $49,200 is requested to initiate a 
new prograin of housing allowances for them. Their 
present salaries are $44,448. Except for four of them who 
live in state owned houses for which they pay rent, they 
all reside in their own homes at their own expense just as 
the citizens who pay their salaries must do. 
Why then must the state now undertake to assume 
these living expenses for this privileged group? 
And anyone who knows anything about government 
budgeting knows this initial $50,00 request is just the 
beginning. If it is costing the state $267,000 to operate 11 
homes for the university, it is not difficult to envision 
what the 19 state college homes will eventually cost. 
Legislative Analyst A. Alan Post, a former professor 
himself, has opposed the granting of these funds stating 
“such an expense is less than necessary”. 
Post also objected to an item of $8,000 for 
groundskeeping expenses for the new home of State 
College Chancellor Glenn S. Dumke. This is a ^0,000 
Bel Air mansion which was donated to the state for the 
chancellor’s use. Post says there is no evidence that 
Dumke’s role and functions demand and justify “such 
amenities”. As in the case of the state college presidents 
the $8,000 would be just the camel getting his head under 
the tent. 
The furnishing of such a residence was not essential to 
the recruitment of Dumke. His salary is $53,500 but he 
was hired as chancellor a few years ago for far, far less 
than that. And prior to the recent Bel Air gift home, he 
lived in a residence in Pasadena provided by himself at 
no expense to the taxpayers. He recently received a 
salary increase of more than $8,000. 
It is hard to realize that those who are so lavishly 
handing out tax dollars for salaries, homes and other 
benefits to the college presidents are the same Regents 
and Trustees who are crying poor mouth and begging the 
Legislature for millions more to run their educational 
programs.

Man says some state lands 
belong to federal government 


MEDFORD, Ore. (UPI) — A retired federal employe 
says 21 years of research has shown him that more than one 
million acres of California lands now in private ownership 
rightly belong to the federal government. 
Francis J. Corbett, 65, a retired land law examiner and 
adjudicator for the U.S. Department of Interior, said if the 
federal government had had the revenue from these lands 
over the past 125 years, the national debit could be 
considerably less. 
The retired federal employe’s disclosure was reported 
Wednesday in a story by Medford Mail Tribune staff Writer 
Marjorie O’Harra. 
“The tremendous revenue from these public lands, if they 
were to be restored to national domain, would be enough to 
finance a welfare program for the nation as a whole, and 
take the burden off the states,” Corbett said. 


Corbett, who now makes his home here, declared that 
because of either fraud or other irregularities, 1,344,570 
acres of public lands spread through California apparently 
were “excessively granted,” that is, included incorrectly in 
patents issued for private land grants in territory ceded to 
the United States as a result of the Treaty of Guadalupe 
Hidalgo. 
That 1848 treaty ended the Mexican-American war. 


Corbett said he has called the attention of the federal 
government to the situation that exists but is still awaiting 
an official reply.

The 
project’s arrival at Vandenberg Air Force 
Base, though, may follow an indefinite 
period of shakedown launches from Cape 
Kennedy and may be postponed even 
further by funding stretchouts. 
The 125 foot long span double delta 
winged air and space craft will reportedly 
begin almost bi-weekly launches from a 
$500 million Vandenberg space facility in 
the early 1980's. 


The function of the $5 15 billion (1971 
dollars) project is to make access to space 
more routine and less expensive for the 
N ational 
A eron autics 
and 
Space 
Administration which will run the Kennedy 
port), the DOD (which will run VAFB) and 
contracting civilian and foreign users (who 
will launch from either port). 
But a 12 per cent administration cut in 
NASA’s fiscal 1974 budget, which caused an

The early DOD use of the shuttle Stelling 
spoke 
of 
unquestionably 
refers 
to 
Vandenberg Air Force base. One of three 
plans he outlined for the phase-in of the 
western space port, according to Space 
Daily, called for the earliest possible 
acquisition of the Western shuttle site. He 
termed a second alternative the “earliest 


practicable" use of both Vandenberg and 
Kennedy. 
B ecause 
of .funding 
and 
other 
uncertainties, though, DOD’s choice may 
well be to phase-in Vandenberg after the 
shuttle has been proven successful at 
Kennedy. This is the “fly before you buy” 
policy, Stelling described, which would 
allow 
DOD 
to 
benefit 
from 
NASA’s 
mistakes and will also have the advantage 
of 
postponing 
DOD’s 
requests 
for 
Vandenberg construction funds. 


“We re looking at the acquisition of new 
launch facilities at Vandenberg,” Stelling 
is quoted as saying by Aerospace Daily. 
The military spokesman added,though, 
that if the West Coast port was slipped 
back to a 1983 launch date, funds for these 
new 
facilities would 
not have to be 
requested by DOD until fiscal 1979. 
As for the DOD’s use of the shuttle, 
Stelling affirmed that the department 
currently estim ates that it will require “20 
launches per year,” most of which will 
require the polar orbit obtainable only 
from Vandenberg, during the 1979-1990 


time period. 
An estimated 30 shuttle launches yearly 
is the amount required to justify the shuttle 
project solely on a cost basis, according to 
Space Daily reports. 
Though some military launches will 
probably be made from Cape Kennedy, 
which will be entirely NASA controlled, 
some non-military launches will be made 
from Vandenberg, it is estimated. The total 
launch figure will also be augmented by the 
number of contracted civilian and foreign 
launches from both ports. NASA will loft 
most 
of 
its 
missions 
from 
Kennedy 
according to estim ates. 
Polar orbits, in which the satellite or 
space shuttle circles the earth from pole to 
pole, are of great strategic value because 
they allow the spacecraft views of every 
part of the earth. It is for this reason that 
weather and ecology satellites, including 
the latest Earth Resources Technology 
Satellite, and most military intelligence 
satellites are launched into polar orbits. 
These orbits are considered available 
only from Vandenberg.

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Shooting spree kills 
three, wounds two 


HOUSTON (UPI) — A rifleman 
drove 
through 
a 
middle 
class 
neighborhood shooting at passersby 
Wednesday, hitting five persons and 
killing three. An Army veteran high 
on marijuana and beer confessed to 
the shootings hours later. 
“There 
was 
an 
old 
woman 
standing in front of a house. I pulled 
up and stopped. I aimed at her neck 
and fired. She fell to the driveway,” 
said Larry Delon Casey, 21, who was 
charged with the slayings. 
The dead were an elderly woman 
and two school girls walking home. 
The two wounded victims were 
children who were hospitalized in 
satisfactory condition. 
Casey told police his father was 
killed in New York in 1970 by heroin 
addicts. 
“I guess I had some revenge 
against society,” he said. He told 
police he did not know any of the 
victims. 


Two United Press International 
newsmen signed Casey’s confession 
as legal witnesses. Casey said he 
went home and got his mother’s bolt 
action .22 caliber rifle after having a 


fight with his girlfriend. Yvonne 
Ellis, 19. He said he had smoked 
four marijuana cigarettes and drunk 
a six-pack of beer. 
“Me and Yvonne had just had 
some arguments. I guess I went out 
of my head for a few minutes,” 
Casey said. “I qualified as an expert 
with a rifle while in the Army. 
“I drove into a neighborhood and 
fired at the first person I saw (the 
woman),” he said. “Then I saw a 
kid on a bicycle, pulling into a 
driveway. I was about 75 yards away 
when I stopped the car. I fired one 
time and she fell dead. I do not 
remember shooting anyone else.” 
During questioning, Casey also 
confessed to the February shooting 
death of Dorothy J. Young, a clerk 
in an all-night drive-in grocery. 
“I had just robbed her and was 
leaving the store when I heard what 
sounded like her cocking back the 
hammer on a pistol. I was in the 
doorway and spun around and fired 
instantly and hit her in the chest. 
“Then I went over and shot her 
twice in the head to make sure she 
was dead,” Casey said. 


Chances slim for Mideast pact 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - Diplomats 
sought a way today to wind up the Security 
Council debate on an Israeli commando 
raid in Beirut with a resolution that could 
escape a veto by big power backers of both 
sides. 


Ambassador Javier Perez de Cuellar of 
Peru, who is serving as president of the 
council for April, adjourned the debate 
Wednesday without setting a time for 
reconvening. But sources said the council 
could meet immediately if there was any 
likelihood of agreement on a resolution. 


After five days debate, council sentiment 


was overwhelming for condemnation of 
Israel for the April 10 raid that Lebanon 
said took 12 lives. The Egyptian foreign 
minister, Mohamed H. Zayyat, said a* 
least 50 persons were killed. 
The United States remained opposed to 
any one-sided condemnation. Ambassador 
John A. Scali said the council could not 
condemn Israel while condoning Arab 
attacks one day earlier on an El A1 plane 
and the Israeli Embassy in Cyprus.

Economy issue still unresolved 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate has 
started its Easter recess without coming to 
final grips with the issue of wage-price 
controls. It scheduled a showdown on that 
subject for April 30. 


At stake is President Nixon’s authority 
to control wages and prices, which expires 
April 30 unless Congress extends it. 
The President is only partially using this 
authority now. He has put ceilings on meat 
prices, but most of the economy is covered 
only by voluntary wage-price “guidelines.”

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (UPI) — The Tennessee Senate, 
fearful that national television cameras might record a 
“barefoot” image, voted quickly and without debate 
Wednesday to prohibit the teaching of Charles Darwin s 
theory of evolution as fact. 
After Lt. Gov. John Wilder sternly warned the gallery 
packed with school children against any outburst, the 
measure was passed 28-1 and dispatched to the House, 
where its sponsor predicted similar approval. 


“I expect it will receive the same treatment in the 
House,” said State Sen. Milton Hamilton. “You don’t ever 
expect opposition when you have a good bill.” 
“The reason there wasn’t any debate is that the national 
TV came down here with the idea they would make us look 
like a bunch of nitpickers,” said Hamilton. “You know, like 
barefoot Tennesseans.” 


In 1925, with the eyes of the nation on the small town of 
Dayton, Tenn., a jury convicted John Thomas Scopes of 
violating state law by teaching Darwin’s theory that men 
evolved from a lower form of life. The conviction later was 
thrown out on a technicality.

Markus played at a mere six 
hearts. Seven hearts which 
made easily is clearly the 
correct contract and Rixi is 
entirely correct when she 
blames her partner for fail­ 
ure to reach the grand slam. 
Rixi feels that her partner 
could well have afforded to 
use Black w o o d and then 
place the contract in the 
grand slam, but she also sug­ 
gests something that we be­ 
lieve is one of the most im­ 
portant features of correct 
bidding opposite a strong 
hand.

Amazing Chinese acrobats

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Sun Kuan-jan, an acrobat of the Shenyang Acrobatic 
Troupe from the People’s Republic of China, stood in 
a dancer's pose, feet splayed, knees locked loosely, one 
hip cocked, and hands momentarily at rest. 
She looked relaxed but her controlled movements 
indicated that at the snap of a finger she could spring 
into a handstand on the nearby tea table and not 
jingle a single saucer. 
She gave me a bright smile, pantomiming an invitation 
to join her for a cup of tea — Chinese tea served in 
American cups with handles — at the reception given 
for the troupe in Washington, D.C. 
The troupe was completing its first tour of America, 
having visited Montreal, Chicago, Indianapolis, New 
York and Washington. Their performances were hailed 
by critic and audience alike, for never before had such 
athletic perfection been on such casual display for 
American audiences. 
Surrounded by airy sets, accompanied by the jangling, 
banjo-like accompaniment of the Chinese musicians and 
assisted by sparkling chrome accessories, the acrobats 
performed a series of juggling, tumbling and balancing 
acts that were enough to bring Ed Sullivan out of 
retirement. 
Sun Kuan-jan joined the troupe when she was 11 
years old, after beginning her studies in dance and 
gymnastics at 7. Her schooling was interwoven with 
practicing, and later, performing. 
She studied language and mathematics but now per­ 
forms regularly with the Shenyang troupe in Liaoning 
Province and “all over China. We fly and we go by 
train. When we’re not performing, we’re practicing.” 
She is a plate twirler and a bicycle acrobat. 
The plate twirlers, dressed in loose-fitting, green 
silky pajamas, appeared onstage, three slim wands, each 
supporting a spinning porcelain plate, in each hand. 
As if that were not enough, the girls went through an 
intricate routine of handstands, somersaults and finally 
a breath-holding head-to-head stand. It’s not the sort 
of game you’d encourage your children to play in the 
kitchen while doing the supper dishes. 
The girl bicycle acrobats, dressed in black boots, 
white balloon pants and red blouse, whirled around the 
stage doing balancing tricks, all on the same cycle. As 
more and more girls appeared onstage, the bicycle 
finally became a fan of red and white clothed bodies, 
10 in all. 
As Sun Kuan-jan declined an offered pastry at the 
tea, she was asked if the girl driving the bicycle had 
ever pleaded with her cohorts to keep their weight 
down. She giggled gleefully, but insisted dieting was 
unnecessary. “She is strong, really strong.” And Sun 
made fierce muscles with both arms. 
The bicyclists have never suffered a spill in per­ 
formance. That’s a small miracle, because the force of 
an uncharted smile could upset the perfect balance 
created by the nine girls clinging to the one at the 
wheel. Sun did admit that during rehearsals, a part 
of the troupe forms a ring of protection around the

And what a relief to know they were human! An 
inferiority complex the size of a golf unbrella was 
circling and holding over my head until finally, during 
the performance, one of the girls muffed a flip of her 
diabolo, a yo-yo-like toy that is maneuvered along a 
string attached to two hand-held sticks.

Outside classic or orthodox 
collections of stamps, coins, 
objects of art, paintings, mu­ 
sical instruments — f r o m 
harps to harmonicas — auto­ 
graphs, antique automobiles, 
there are those people who 
collect weird, even morbid 
things. 
Imagination runs riot so 
far as collectors are con­ 
cerned. Running from the 
gentleman whose hobby is 
chateaux—he owns 40—to the 
characters who hunt posters, 
bidets, elevators, sails, or 
the type who specializes in 
death, murder and execu­ 
tions.

Frenchman who is the proud 
owner of a bill, written on 
parchment, listing the cost 
of public trial and execution 
of 23 witches at Dax, France, 
in 1544. It even enumerates 
the cost of the ropes to tie 
the victims, the straw, twigs 
and logs for the stake, sul­ 
phur and resin to keep the 
fires burning, plus the bar­ 
ber’s fee for shaving the un­ 
fortunate creatures’ heads, 
and 
finally the trumpeter 
who heralded the execution 
on the marketplace.

“Perfect Crime 
Manual” printed circa mid- 
19th century. One of the sim ­ 
plest ways, apparently, is to 
feed plants poisonous to man 
to the common garden snail. 
They like belladonna, for ex­ 
ample. Then the snails can 
be cooked in garlic butter 
and served to the unsuspect­ 
ing victim. Result guaran­ 
teed.)

In fact, a record 64.1 per cent 
of the fish and shellfish consumed in the 
country last year was accounted for by 
imports.

Contempt of Congress 


Use of'dirty'words 


I guess I was seven when I first 
heard the maxim that only people 
with a small vocabulary use “dirty” 
words. I am forty-seven and have 
just received a communication from 
a reader delivering that maxim as 
though he had invented it. The 
trouble with the cliche is a ) it isn’t 
true;bi it doesn’t take into account 
the need to use the resources of 
language; and c) the kind of people 
who use it are almost always 
engaged 
in 
irredentist ventures 
calculated to make “dirty,” words 
and expressions that no longer are, 
and even some that never were. 
The first point is 
easily disposed of 
by asking ourselves 
the question. Did 
Shakespeare have a 
good 
vocabulary? 
Yes; and he also 
used, 
however 
sparingly, 
profane 
and obscene words. 
. The 
second 
point raises the 
question of whether a certain kind of 
emotion is readily communicable 
with the use of other than certain 
kinds of words. Let us assume the 
only thing it is safe to assume about 
the matter, namely that every 
emotion is experienced by everyone, 
from the darkest sinner to the most 
uplifted saint. 
The sinner, having no care at all 
for people’s feelings, let along for 
propriety 
abstractly 
considered, 
lets loose a profanity not only on 
occasions when his emotions are 
acutely taxed, but even when they 
are mildly stirred. The saint — or so 
I take it from their published 
writings — manages to exclude the 
profane word from his vocabulary, 
and does not resort to it under any 
circumstances. It was for the saint 
that the tushery was invented. 
“Tush! tush! ” the saint will say to 
his tormentors, as he is eased into 
the cauldron of boiling oil. 
Non-saints, it is my thesis, have a 
difficult time adopting the manners 
of saints; and even if they succeed 
most of the time in suppressing 
obnoxious words, they will probably 
not 
succeed 
all 
of 
the 
time. 
Moreover, as suggested above, they 
are up against a community some of 
whose members are always seeking 
to repristinate the world of language 
back to the point where you could 
not even say, “Gosh, Babe Ruth was 
a good baseball player,” because 
Gosh is quite clearly a sneaky way 
of saying God, the use of which the 
purists 
would 
hold 
to 
be 
im p e r m is s ib le 
under 
any 
circumstances - indeed they, plus 
the Supreme Court, reduce the 
permissible use of the word to the 
innermost tabernacles. 
The context in which a bad word is 
used does much to determine the 
quality of its offensiveness, and the 
usefulness of the word. Reviewing 
Norman Mailer’s first novel many 
years ago, Professpr John Roche 
objected that the recurring use of 
barracks-language, 
while 
it 
reproduced faithfully the language 
of the barracks, in fact distorts the 


prose 
for 
readers 
outside 
the 
barracks set who are emotionally or 
psychologically interrupted every 
time they run into a word they are 
not used to seeing on the printed 
page. It is as if a poet were 
handicapped by the mis-cadencing 
of his verse by a reader who paused 
suddenly at unexpected places, as if 
to walk around a puddle of water. 


I had reason to reach, a while 
back, for a word to comment upon a 
line of argument I considered 
insufferably 
sanctimonious. 
“Crap, ” I wrote, and the irredentist 
hordes descended upon me in all 
their fury. I have replied to them 
that the word in question is defined 
in a current dictionary in several 
ways. 
That 
among 
these 
are 
meaning 2: “nonsense; drivel: Man, 
don’t hand me that crap.” And 3: “a 


lie, an exaggeration: Bah, you don’t 
believe that crap, do you.” 
Notwithstanding that the word has 
these clearly non-scatalogical uses, 
there is an Anglo-Saxon earthiness 
to it which performs for the writer a 
function altogether different from 
such a retort as, say, “Flapdoodle.” 
There are those of us who feel 
very strongly that the cheapest and 
most indefensible way to give 
offense is to direct obscenities 
wantonly, and within the earshot of 
those who seek protection from that 
kind of thing. There will always be a 
certain healthy tension between 
Billingsgate and the convent, but in 
the interest of the language, neither 
side should win the war completely. 
Better a stalemate, with a DMZ 
that 
changes 
its 
roadbed 
meanderingly, like the Mississippi 
River. 


President Nixon treats Congress 
with contempt which, it has to be 
admitted, is richly deserved. We 
have a lot of problems — the 
economy, 
the 
unfinished 
war, 
Watergate — but in the long run the 
biggest 
problem 
is 
whether 
Congress can be salvaged because, 
if it can’t, our peculiar 18th century 
form 
of 
government, 
with 
separation of powers, can’t be 
salvaged. 
That might be a good or bad thing. 
If 
the 
alternative 
were 
a 
collectivized democracy of some 
sort, 
say 
like 
the 
Canadian 
parliamentary system, it might be a 
good thing. On the other hand, if it 
continues the way it is goine, into 
tightly controlled one-man-rule, we 
think it would be a very bad thing. 
Washington has been pushed that 
way for a long time, as much by 
Democrats as Republicans. What 
suddenly spotlights the thing is Mr. 
Nixon’s personal approach; 
his 
quarrelsome, militant ways, and his 
appreciation that Congress is half 
sham. It hurt to have him patronize 
Congress and ridicule it but, in 
honesty, he is right. Impoundment, 
one-man war, reorganization of the 
executive with all strings coming to 
the White House, downgrading the 
Cabinet, extension of executive 
privilege—these are disagreeable, 
But a vacuum has to be filled. The 
authority of Congress has decayed 
till it is overripe and rotten. Mr. 
Nixon has merely proclaimed it. 
So we now face a test. If Congress

Some thoughts on election 


Gail Steiger was the top vote 
getter in Tuesday’s school board 
election and the performance was 
not unexpected. Some of her vote — 
1,882 total — may have come to her 
because she was the only woman in 
the 
race. 
This reporter would 
speculate, however that most of it 
came to her because she hit hard at 
the issues that were on most voters 
minds. She criticized the school 
board 
because 
“ it 
becomes 
apparent that the present board 
tends to favor ‘hardware’ over 
education 
service.” 
She 
also 
criticized pupil-teacher ratio, the 
low number of high school tutors, 
and scored the relations of the 
school board with the staff. 
Most persons this 
reporter talked with 
before the election 
t h o u g h t 
Mrs. 
Steiger came across 
stronger 
on 
the 
issues than any of 
th e 
o t h e r 
candidates. 
And 
most thought she 
had worked hardest 
to educate herself in 
t h e 
ofttimes 
complicated 
and 
d i s t a n t 
school 
district problems. 
In another vein, Richard K. Jacoby 
came 
out 
a 
winner 
in 
every 
appearance he made during the 
campaign. 
Over 
and 
over, 
individuals told me how convincing 
he appeared on television. Others 
were impressed with some of the 
research 
he did 
on 
particular 
subjects related to the issues. He 
had. th a t 
re laxed 
air 
of 
selfconfidence that kept working for 
him all the time. 


The measure of his strength is 
seen in the 268 votes he received at 
Buena Vista School, compared to 
Mrs. Steiger’s 286 and DeWayne 
Holmdahl’s 134. Vandenberg Village 
voters, including those who cast 
their ballots at La Mesa School, 
could have been expected to drift 
toward Evan Brossman or George 
Mills, but that did not happen in 
sufficient numbers to make any 
difference. This thought is based on 
the suspect theory that Village 
voters would incline toward a 
candidate from their midst. Such a 
candidate would probably be base 
connected, a college graduate, a 
good speaker and have the time to 
devote to public service office. 
George Mills for one was not base 
connected, but he filled the other 
criteria. Brossman fills all the 
criteria except for his home location 
that has shifted sometime in the 
near past to a semi-rural 1 spot east 
of Lompoc. 


Jacoby is base connected and 
meets the other criteria, but lives in 
Lompoc and is a former Lompoc 
City Councilman. Any thought that 
Jacoby might lose votes because of 
his close ties with the city did not 
materialize. 
He came out 
the 
discerning attorney with sensitive 
concern for the issues — a quality 
that obviously appealed to voters. 
Mrs. Steiger sounded all during the 
campaign like a candidate who had 
some clear points of departure from 
the present school board and was 
convincing when she indicated she 
was prepared to fight for the 
implementation of change. 
Every person this reporter talked 
with after the election thought the 
two winners would be hardworking. 


determined and dedicated in their 
roles as trustees. 


Certainly their election 
bodes 
well for a district that is entering an 
era of great change. Both trustee- 
elects have made it clear they will 
tolerate no divergence from full 
compliance with the Brown Secret 
meeting law; both have indicated 
their concern with reported poor 
morale in the district. 


Jacoby has said he would be 
interested in initiating a pilot 
program for the personnel unit 
concept; and he and Mrs. Steiger 
speak with feeling about the need to 
gain 
teacher 
input 
in 
major 
decisions.

flinches in reform then the change 
in our form of government (already 
half here) is ratified: we are in a 
new era. If Congress, on the other 
hand, really tries to pull itself 
together it is likely to be a tortured 
experience and may, or may not, 
succeed. To 
many it 
all seems 
sudden and stunning. But the decay 
of the legislature has been going on 
for half a century. 
Except that Mr. Nixon is a 
disagreeable man, and that it is 
rather fun to take potshots at him, 
the problem here is 
not really 
partisan. It is true, by and large, 
that Mr. 
Nixon represents the 
conservative side of the big social 
iroblems and that Congress, by and 
arge, represents the liberal side, or 
tends to. But this is accidental: if 
>ositions 
were 
reversed, 
and 
^yndon Johnson, 
say, 
faced a 
Republican Congress and asserted 
all 
sorts 
of 
dubious 
activist 
authority on grounds that Congress 
had forgotten how to function, the 
same issue would exit. The crisis is 
functional not ideological, though 
ideology heats it up. With Johnson 
President the GOP majority would 
also be trying to reform itself now 
and 
it 
would 
receive 
some 
assistance, 
we 
think, 
from 
Democrats. 
Can the 18th century game plan of 
the Founding Fathers, of defusing 
power 
and 
of 
checking 
and 
balancing, 
succeed in the 20th 
century? Today, swiftness is vital in 
economic and diplomatic crises. 
Can the cold system work? Mr. 
Nixon, in effect, says, “No.” He is 
the real radical; he argues that he is 
merely 
ratifying 
the 
new 
era 
because Congress won’t function. 
This is dubious; the only way to test 
his sincerity is to make Congress 
function. 
The 
President 
has 
carried 
activism beyond anyone before him; 
downgrading the bureaucracy, the 
press conference, the Cabinet, the 
Congress, 
and then going into 
seclusion, 
surrounded 
by 
a 
bodyguard of public relations men to 
make his scary, solitary decisions. 
As this is written Washington 
senses the 
barometer dropping 
again; but which new course Mr. 
Nixon will suddenly activate, or 
reverse, nobody can guess. 
Shortly after the Easter recess, 
which ends April 25, Watergate 
hearings start. We rather guess the 
Administration could get slapped 
down, largely because it is up 
against an extraordinary adversary. 
Sam Ervin has been lying around 
loose in the Senate for 19 years 
attracting little attention. The fact 


is that he is the most extraordinary 
photogenic 
grits-and-magnolia 
character actor that US politics has 
produced in half a century, his 
favorite role being Sam Ervin. He is 
a cross between Senator Everett 
McKinley Dirksen, 
the ineffable 
actor whom you remember from 
Illinois with tangled locks like 
Sargasso seaweed, and venerable- 
looking special army counsel Joe 
Welch, who on TV, in the 1954 
McCarthy-Roy Cohn hearings asked, 
“ Have you no sense of decency, sir, 
at long last? Have you left no sense 
of decency?” Welch stalked from 
the 
room 
while 
the 
audience 
applauded, 
and 
Joe 
McCarthy 
turned questioningly to his aides to 
ask, “What'did I do?” He hadn’t 
done anything. He was just ruined — 
exposed on TV by Joseph Welch. 
Yes, Watergate could be a great 
show. But the point is that whoever 
wins it, it won’t settle the deeper 
question. Trying to revive Congress 
without reforming it, won’t work; 
the 
drift 
toward 
executive 
dominance will simply start again. 
Congress incredibly lacks even a 
budget control mechanism. It has 
always meant to do something about 
control — and hasn’t. Its committee 
system, its seniority system, its 
lack of even primitive computers 
for bookkeeping, 
is scandalous. 
America deserves better. And the 
possibility looms of a stalemate — 
Mr. Nixon frustrating Congress with 
vetoes 
it 
can’t 
override, 
and 
Congress 
rejecting 
appointees, 
blocking appropriations and fouling 
up foreign policy in revenge. 
Well, something can be done about 
it, and we guess it is the big stoi^ 
from 
Washington 
though 
it 
is 
terribly dull to watch and tell. 
(Anything constructive generally is 
dull, we notice.) A real effort is 
underway by a strong special Senate 
and House study committee to give 
Congress, after 200 years, a budget 
control mechanism. It would set an 
annual 
spending 
limit, 
with 
powerful committees in the House 
and the Senate to police it, and more 
important, a review process at the 
end of the year. 
If Congress 
overspent itself it would cut back on 
appropriations 
or, 
alternatively, 
institute new taxes to foot the bill. 
Sounds simple, eh? Honestly, we 
can’t believe it. And yet there they 
are, prominent, well known, middle- 
of-the road Congressmen talking 
seriously 
about 
the 
biggest 
legislative reform that we know of. 
If it comes who will have produced 
it? Why, Mr. Nixon, to be sure. 
Congress is reluctantly saving its 
own life because he drove them to it. 
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'Better decide which piece of meat you want. W e're going 


to mark everything up again in about three minutes.'" 
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
